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THE REAL ISSUE 


It Is a very simple question thnt 


the people aro called upon to decide 
»t tho polls next Tuesday. 
It is 


whether we can adopt tho business 
methods that prevail In other cities 
In remedying the wretched condition 
of our public streets. 


We havo about n hundred miles of 


streets that aro very poor—broken Into 
holes and gullies that make riding over 
them 
actually dangerous: 
and 
wa 


have a number of streets paved wiih 
old blocks that are worn down to he 
little better than cobble stones. 


We want these stij^ts paved with 


granite blocks; and we want the hun- 
dred miles of poor streets put in good 
condition Just as soon fls possible. 


How can this be done? Tho repair 


work must be dono by the street de- 
partment regardless of cost as It can- 
not be reduced to definite form so as 
to be submitted to competition. 


Hut the new paving and the renewal 


of old paving can bo so submitted, and 
hence It is proposed that it shall he 
done by contract. 


The- chamber of commerce thought 


It would bo a good thing for the cliy 
to get this paving done Ihls year by 
contract, so ns to aid the street de- 
partment In bringing our streets hack 
to normal condition. 


As soon as this 
proposition 
was 


made, an alarm was raised that it 
was against labor that It would scrap' 
the street department, that It would 
give contractors an opportunlly lo rob 
the city and that It would bring In 
foreign labor at low wages to take 
the. place of Lowell labor. All these 
charges are purely1 imaginary where 
they are sincere; but in the main, they 
are put forth by scheming fakers and 
candidates who want to retain 
the 


•treet department as a political ma- 
chine and to/pose as the champions 
of the working people. 


The!alarm raised recalls that which 


spread through the city 
when 
the 


itreet railway company 
decided 
to 


adopt the trolley 
system, when 
we 


decided to establish a water system 
of our own, and when various fabor- 
cavlng machines were Introduced. But 
there 
Is 
no 
cause 
for 
altu-ni, 


there Is no danger to the working 
man In the adoption of the business 
methods necessary to accomplish the 
desired results; and contractors will 
not be allowed to act In collusion lo 
rob the city. The work would be 
turned back to the street department 
Just as soon as the needed Improve- 
ments were completed. 


To defeat the proposition will tie the 


city's hands and solidify the go-as- 
you-please political methods at pres- 
ent In force In tho management ol 
the street department. 
It will not- 


make the needed Improvements with- 
out running up the tax rate, which will 
cause rents to go still higher, when 
instead, they should be reduced; and 
worst of all for Lowell. It will so in- 
crease the burden of taxation of our 
local Industries, that It might cause 
some of them to join the 
Lamson 


company In moving out. 


With the proposition adopted, one 


or two of our worst streets can be 
paved before, the snow flies and at a 
rate much lower than if it were done 
- by the street department. 
By contract 


we can easily do as much paving In 
three months as the street department 
would do in a whole year. Thus we 
shall remova tho disgrace of having 
very bad streets; we shall check Ihe 
advance in the tax rate, prevent on 
increase of rent and conserve the best 
Interests of the city and all Its peo- 
ple, those who work In the city depart- 
ments as well as those who work In 
the mills and other factories—the real

icans has not been reported. The hos- 
pital car operated by the American Red 
Cross, however, has gone to the front- 
ier to greet the prisoners when they 
actually reach non-'ftuaslan soil.

vlna will take root and continue to

if vines ure killed they should 
be pulled up and destroyed by lire. In 
order that the borers may not go into 
^winter quarters and start mare trouble 
next year.

RESULTS 


STOP, LOOK AND LISTEN 


(Editorial, Lowell Sun. Aug. 4) 


Possibly the announcement that the Lamson Store Service company is to leave 


Lowell, will cause some of the unreasonable people who are trying to chain, our 
cily to fhe Rock of Inefficiency to stop, look ami listen. 


It appears that ft number of political schemers who are interested in positions 


at city hall are out with perfcrvid appeals to the laboring people fo rally to their 
support. The laboring people will make a very serious mistake if they heed these 
appeals for, let it he understood that if the city bo prevented from adopting a 
policy of economy and retrenchment, various other industries may decide to quit 
Lowell and po where they wilt have lower taxes, cheaper land, less trouble from 
agitators, belfer'streets, and conditions generally more'favorable. 


Nine-tenths of the working people of Lowell have to look for their bread and 


butter to the textile factories, the machinuyshops, the shoe shops nnd various other 
manufacturing industries; yet the laborers employed at city hall under civil service 
protection, ask the factory worker? to Join them in support of a policy which, it 
persisted in, may drive out various other industries such for example, as the 
Massachusetts end Merrimack mills. 
• 
., 


When any industry moves out to seek another location, it does so because 


it finds greater advantages in its new location; when individuals sever the lies that 
bind them to their plac'e of birth, their homeland friends .most dear, they do so 
because it is for their interest to move. When they seek another location; it may 
be in the south, the northwest, or on thn Patifir: coast. They want one where they 
will no longer be annoyed by Ilk- conditions that dro\e them out. U may have 
been lack nf opportunity; it may have been the evil effects' of misgovernment that 
promotes graft and robs the people; and, as with individuals so with industries, 
they, too. go where they can do better solely for their own interest. 


In this respect Lowell as n city has to compete with the south, the east and 


the west, or wherever the greatest facilities and conveniences are dffered to indus- 
tries that find themselves embarrassed in their present locations. 
I£ the local 


tax-burdens are much higher than elsewhere, then our position as an industrial 
city is imperilled. 


"Oh," thejcity hall shouter and the sidewalk (agitator will say, "you are trying 


to raise an unnecessary scare.'1 Such a statement 'would betray gross ignorance 
of the situation. 
It is not such a <tift'ieult matter to blight the prospects of a 


thriving city and drive her industries to other places where they can do business 
without tax extortion, and can have all the advantages of economic and progressive 
government. 


Lowell once had the greatest carpet factory in the country, the Bigelow 


company, one (hat paid belter wages than any other local textile industry, one in 
which many men and women worked long enough to be able to purchase re- 
spectable, homes; but that great industry after expanding its plant got into trouble 
locally and decided to go elsewhere. 
Labor listened to a few hotheads and thus 


caused the goose that laid the golden egg to take flight to a more congenial clime. 
That was a most serious loss to Lowell. 
The great plant is partly occupied by 


various smaller concerns; but to this day, Lowell and her people feel the loss of 
the Bigelow company. 


No industry is tethered here. 
The Massachusetts mills has a branch plant 


in Georgia and the Merrimack has one in Alabama. In either case the south offers 
many advantages over the north both as to the source of supply, transportation and 
wages. 
The middle west is competing with New England, and Japan can deliver 


cotton fabrics in Lowell at one-third of what they cost to produce in our local 
mills. 
These are menacing conditions thnt cannot be successfully met if.the tax 


rate is increased through feckless extravagance. In this fierce competition, let it 
be remembered that the fraction of a cent a yard sometimes makes all the 
difference between success and failure. It is equally true that an increase.of 50 
cents or a dollar in the tax rate will sometimes drive out industries and prevent 
others from coming in. 


We must learn from the lessons of the past that unless a city keeps abreast 


of the times in government, in education and in the privileges it offers its people, 
those who want only the best will go elsewhere. 


We have various examples of this internal decline here in Massachusetts. Once 


Marblehcad was the leading seaport in New England; but her citizens lacked tho 
capacity or the inclination to keep pace with the times and hence Boston took the - 
lead and today Marbiehead harbor, one of the finest on fhe Atlantic coast, is visit- 
ed only by pleasure yachts nnd the fishing craft of people spending their vacation 
there. 
Old Salem had an experience somewhat similar, and today she points to the 


historic landmarks of the former commercial importance of her port. Newburypori, 
with a fine harbor and at the mouth of n great river that should carry half of 
New England's coal supply, is as dead as Chelsea, because her people failed to 
keep pace with the progress of the times. Boston, a small place at first, outstripped 
them and in turn is today being outdone in commercial importance by other cities. 
Thus time worketh her changes, slowly it may be, hut surely nevertheless. 
And 


BO it comes to a point at which the citizens of Lowell are asked to adopt a policy 
of street construction that is necessary for these reasons: 


(1) To give us better streets as soon as possible and at an 


expense kot exceeding what the work costs elsewhere. 


(2) 
Thus to employ men who are now idle and who cannot 


break through the civil service wall at city hall. 


(3) 
By economic government to reduce our tax rate and thus 


to hold our industries in Lowell and also to reduce rents throughout 
the city. 


All these nims, if realized, would benefit fhe working people in a dozen 


different ways; and hence the clamor ai city hall about this being a movement 
against labor is the worst kind of claptrap invented by an unscrupulous clique 
of political schemers to delude the working people and cause them to vofc against 
their own interests. 


Despite present conditions and all the signs of the times, a certain element 


at city hall pursues its reckless course with foolhardy defiance of the consequences, 
and in direct opposition to the interests of the .oil;- and its people, just as if present 
conditions in the street department could be tolerated and continued indefinitely. 
If these should succeed in clogging the wheels of municipal progress, they would 
soon have a dead cily and Lowell thereafter, like Salem and Marblehead, could 
pride herself only upon the memory of her vanished greatness. 
To avert such a 


calamity, vote "yes" at the polls next Tuesday. Verily, it is time to stop, look 
and listen.

The statute, which Is contained In 
chapter 41 of the general laws, pro- 
vides that "Every city and every town 
having a population of more than 
10,000 at the last preceding national or 
Bt&te census shall., and towns having 
l population ol less than 10.000. may 
create a planning hoard, which shall 
make careful studies of the resources, 
possibilities and needs of the town, 
particularly with respect to conditions 
Injurious to the public health or other 
wise in and ahout rented 
dwellings, 


and make plans for the development 
ol the municipality, with special refer- 
ence to proper housing of Its Inhabi- 
tants. In cities the said board shall 
be appointed liy tho mayor, subject to 
confirmation by the counsel, and in 
towns shall be elected at the annual 
town meeting." 


Tho report states that there are 3S 
active planning boards in tho state, 
but there should bo at least 71. "Thir- 
teen cities and towns.'1 It says, "have 
failed to comply with the law. Seven, 
teen planning boards have become in- 
»ctlve since appointment. The usual 
reason given Is that tho members. fall- 
Ing to set their recommendations 
adopted by the town and city officials, 
have become

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THE REAL ISSUE 


It Is a very simple question that 


th« people, aro called upon to decide 
at tho polls next Tuesday. 
It Is 


whether we can adopt the business 
methods that prevail in oiher elites 
In remedying the wretched condition 
of our public streets. 


We have about a hundred miles of 


streets that aro very poor—broken Into 
holes and gullies that make riding over 
them actually dangerous: and 
v-i 


hav» a number of streets paved with 
old blocks that aro worn down to bo 
little better than cobble stones. 


We want these streets paved with 


granite blocks; and we want the hun- 
dred miles of poor streets put In food 
condition just as soon as possible. 


How can this bo done? The repulr 


work must bo dono by the street de- 
p»rlment regardless at cost as it can- 
not be reduced lo definite form so as 
to be submitted to competition. 


But the new paving anil the renewal 


of old paving can be so submitted, and 
hence It Is proposed that It shall bo 
done by contract. 


The chamber of commerce thought 


It would bo a good thing for the city 
to get this 'paving dono ihls year by 
contract, so as to aid the street de- 
partment In bringing our streets back 
to normal condition. 


As soon as this 
proposition 
was 


made, an alarm was raised that It 
was against labor that It would scrap 
the street department, that it would 
give contractors an opportunity to rob 
the city-and that it would bring In 
foreign labor at low wages to take 
ths place o£ Lowell labor. All these 
charges are. purely imaginary where 
they are sincere; but In tho main, they 
are put forth by scheming fakers and 
candidates who want to 
retain 
the 


•treet department as a political ma- 
chine and to pose as the champions 
«f the -working people. 


The alarm raised recalls that which 


•pread through tha city 
when 
the 


street railway company 
decided to 


adopt the trolley 
system, when 
we 


decided to establish a water system 
of our own. and when various labor- 
saving machines were Introduced. But 
there 
is 
no 
cause 
for 
alarm, 


there is no danger to the working 
man in the adoption of tho business 
methods necessary to accomplish the 
desired results; and contractors will 
not ba allowed to act In collusion to 
rob tho city. The work would ue 
turned back to tho street department 
Just as soon as the needed Improve- 
ments were completed. 


To defeat tho proposition will tie the 


city's hands and solidify the go-as- 
}-ou-pleaso political methods at pres- 
ent in force In tho management ul 
the street department. 
It will not 


make the needed improvements with- 
out running up tho tas rate, which will 
cause rents to go still higher, when 
Instead, they should be reduced; and 
worst of all for Lowell, it will so In- 
crease the burden of taxation of our 
local industries, that It might cause 
some of them to Join

With tha proposition adopted, ono 


. or two of our worst streets can be 


paved before the snow flies and at a 
rate much lower than if It were dono 
.by the street department. By contract 
we can easily do as much paving in 


- three months as the street departinem 


would do In a whole year. Thus wo 
shall remove, tho disgrace of having 
very bad streets; we shall check the 
advance in the tai rate, prevent an 
Increase of rent and conserve the best 
Interests of the city and all its peo- 
ple, those who work In the city depart- 
ments as well as those who work In 
the mills and other factories—the real 
working people of Lowell.

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STOP, LOOK AND LISTEN 


(Editorial. Lowell Sun. Aug. 4) 


Possibly the announcement llmt the Lniuscm Store Serrice company is to leave 


Lowell, will cause some of the unreasonable people who are trying to chain our 
city to the Rock of Inefficiency to stop, look and listen. 


H appears that a number of political schemers who arc interested in positions 


at city hall are out with pcrfcrvid appeals fo the laboring people to rally to tlieir 
support. The laboring people will umke n very serious mistake if they heed thesa 
appeals for, let' it he understood that iC the city be prevented from adopting a 
policy of economy and retrenchment, various olhcr industries may decide to quit 
Lowell'anil go where they will have lower taxes, cheaper land,.less trouble from 
agitators, better streets, and conditions generally more favorable. 


Nine-tenths of the working people of Lowell have to look for their bread and 


butter to the textile factories, the machine shops, the shoe shops niM various other 


. manufacturing industries; yet the laborers employed at city hall under civil service 


protection, ask the factory workers to join -them in support o(. a policy which, i£ 
persisted in, may drive out various other industries such for example, as the 
Massachusetts and Merrimack mills. 


When any industry moves out to seek another location, it does so because 


it finds greater advantages in its neiv location; when individuals sever the tics that 
bind them to their place of birth, their home find friends most dear, they do so 
because it is for their interest to move. When they seek another location, it may 
be in the south, the northwest, or on the PnriHr: coast. They want o!ie where tliev 
will'no longer be annoyed by the conditions Ib.nt dro\c them on'.. It may have 
been lac!; of opportunity; it may have been the evil effects of misgorerfiment lhat 
promotes graft and robs the people; nnd, as with individuals so with industries, 
they, too, go where they can do better solely for their own interest. 


In this respect Lowell as a city has to compete with the south, the east and 


the west, or wherever the greatest facilities and conveniences are offered to indus- 
tries that find themselves embarrassed in their- present locations. 
Jf the local 


tax-burdens are much higher than elsewhere, then our position as an industrial 
city is imperilled.' 


"Oh," 
the city hall shouter and the sidewalk agitator will say, "you are trying 


to^raisc nn unnecessary scare.'" 
Such a statement would betray gross ignorance 


of the situation. 
Tt.is not sucli a <lifficult mailer to blight the prospects of a 


thriving city and drive her industries to other places where they can do business 
without tax extortion, and can have all the advantages of economic and progressive 
government. 


Lowell onoe had 
I he greatest carpet factory in the country, the Bigelow 


company, one that paid belter wages than any olhcr local.textile industry, one in 
which many men and women worked long enough to be able to purchase re- 
spectable homes; but that great industry after expanding its plant got into trouble 
locally and decided lo go elsewhere. 
Labor listened to a few hotheads and thus 


caused the goose that laid the golden egg to take-flight to a. more congenial clime. 
That was a most serious loss to Lowell. 
The great plant is partly occupied by 


various smaller concerns; but to this day, Lowell aud her people feel the loss of 
the Bigelow company. 


No industry is tethered here. 
The Massachusetts mills 1ms a branch plant 


in Georgia and the Mcrrimack has one in Alabama. In either case the south offers 
many advantages over the north both as to the source of supply, transportation and 
wages. 
The middle west is competing with New England, and Japan can- deliver 


cotton fabrics in Lowell at one-third of what they cost to produce in our local 
mills. 
These are menacing conditions that ea'nnot be successfully met if Uib tax 


rate is increased through reckless extravagance. 
In this fierce competition, let it 


be remembered that the fraction of a cent a yard* sometimes makes all the 
difference between success and failure. It is equally true that an increase of 50 
cents or a dollar in the tax rate will sometimes drive out industries and prevent 
others from coming in. 
•

We must learn from the lessons of the past that unless a city keeps abreast 


of the times in government, in education and in (he privileges it offers its people,- 
those who want only the best will go elsewhere. 


We have various examples of this internal decline hero in Massachusetts. Once 


Marblehead was the lending seaport in New England; but her citizens lacked the 
capacity or the inclination to keep pace with the times and hence Boston took tho 
lead and today Marblehead harbor, one of the finest on the Atlantic coast, is visit- 
ed only by pleasure yachls and the fishing craft of people spending their vacation 
there. 
Old Salem had nn •experience somewhat' similar, nnd today she points to the 


historic landmarks of the former commercial importance of her port. Newburyport, 


• with a fine harbor and at the mouth of a great river that should carry half of 


New England's coal supply, is as dead as Chelsea, because her people failed to 
keep pace with tho progress of the times. Boston, a small place at first, outstripped 
them and in turn is today being outdone in commercial importance by other cities. 
Thus time trorketh her changes, slowly it may be, but surely nevertheless. 
And 


BO it comes to a point at which the citizens of Lowell are asked to adopt a policy 
of street construction that is necessary for thcso reasons: 


(1) 
To give us better streets as soon as possible and at an 


expense not exceeding what the work costs elsewhere. 


(2) 
Thus to employ men who are now idle and who cannot 


break through the civil service wall at city hall. 


(3) 
By economic government to reduce our tax rate and thus 


to hold our industries in Lowell and also to reduce rents throughout 
the city. 


All these aims, if realized, would benefit the working people in a dozen 


different ways; and hence the clamor at city hall about this being a movement 
against labor is the worst kind of claptr'ap'invciilcd by an unscrupulous clique 
of political schemers to delude the working people and cause them to vote against 
their own interests. 


Despite present conditions and all the signs of the times, a certain element 


at city hall pursues its reckless course with foolhardy defiance of the consequences, 
and in direct opposition lo the interests of Ihe city and its people, just ns if present 
conditions in the street department could be tolerated and continued indefinitely. 
If these should succeed in clogging the wheels of municipal progress, they would 
soon have a dead city and Lowell thereafter, like Salem and Marblehcad, could 
pride herself only upon the memory of her vanished greatness. 
To avert such a 


calamity, vote "yes" at the polls next Tuesday. 
Verily, it is time to stop, look 


and listen.
